Below wo give an obituary notice of a 


goiticuma who for a number of yours 


held an inportant pusition in tae Hunykung 


Government.

Thomas William Kinder was bom in 
AGondou-un-the—L0th-of-Novem bor--1817;

livutenaut in £830, and captain. in 1853. 
His regiment was one of those enhodied 
during the Russiun war ard the Indian 
Mutiny, and he served continuously with 
it until its disombodisment in 1859, when 
ho was transfurred to the 3rd West York 
Militia, which remainvd cimbodied till the 
end of 1860.. Ho thus, in. his’ varied 
career, had ‘seven years’ uniuterrapted ex- 
perience of Military life, and possessed, 
in additiun, a considerable acquaintance 
with the minutiw of regimental duties, and 
the principles and tendencies of army- 
organisation, Hu remained in the ord 
West York Militia uatil 1870, when he 
retired with the rank of major, In 1845 
ho cstablishudiil way-works- wt. Bromsgrove 
and Oldbury,yf which hu was for ten years 
a partner, and subsequently condneted the 
logumotive.dupartment and working of the 
Shrewsbury aud | Birmingham Railway.
